Can | Use A 10-Gauge Shotgun 
for Turkey Hunting? 


Turkey Hunting Season 

With fall turkey season coming 
up, we’ve had a few questions relat- 
ed to method of take. We here at the 
California Department of Fish and 
Wildlife (CDFW) think there is no 
better Thanksgiving dinner than a 
freshly harvested California organi- 
cally grown wild turkey! Fall turkey 
season opens the second Saturday in 
November and extends for 30 consecu- 
tive days. The bag limit is one either- 
sex turkey per day, two per season. 
Methods of Take 

Q: [have a 10-gauge shotgun I like to 
use for goose hunting. Can I use it for 
turkey hunting too? 

A: Yes, California Code of 
Regulations (CCR), Title 14, section 
311(a) authorizes use of a shotgun, 
10-gauge or smaller, using shot shells 
only and incapable of holding more 
than three shells in the magazine and 
chamber combined. If a plug is used 


to reduce the capacity of a magazine 
to fulfill the requirements of this sec- 
tion, the plug must be of one-piece 
construction incapable of removal 
without disassembling the gun. We 
don’t want to dissuade you from using 
your 10-gauge, but keep in mind, one of 
the most enjoyable elements of turkey 
hunting is coaxing the bird into your 
decoys, or your otherwise concealed 
position, to get a very close shot. With 
some experience, practice and pa- 
tience, you'll manage to get the birds in 
where you can take it with something 
as simple as a.410. 
Broadheads 

Q: I’m going archery turkey hunting 
this fall. I’m interested in trying a guil- 
lotine-type broadhead for my arrows. 
Are they legal to use and is there a limit 
to how big a broadhead can be? 

A: Yes, arrows with guillotine type 
broadheads, meaning broadheads with 
extended blades, are legal to use. When 


they work exactly as designed, by way 
of action like a guillotine, they are the 
quickest, most humane way of taking 
a wild turkey. The authorized size of 
a broadhead for take of resident small 
game is found in CCR, Title 14, section 
311. It states: It shall be unlawful to take 
wild turkey by use of hunting arrows 
and crossbow bolts unless fitted with 
a broadhead-type blade which will not 
pass through a hole seven-eighths inch 
in diameter. Mechanical/retractable 
broadheads shall be measured in the 
open position. 

Notice the regulation is designed 
to prohibit use of a broadhead that is 
too small, not too large. The require- 
ment to use a broadhead with the des- 
ignated minimum size is to be sure 
that hunters are using arrows witha 
broadhead lethal enough to affect a 
quick and humane kill on the turkey 
(or other game). Be sure to practice 
extensively with arrows fitted with 
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similarly weighted target tips because 
the guillotine broadheads are usually 
much heavier than traditional hunting 
broadheads. It’s important to know 
how they are going to fly once you re- 
lease the arrow. Good luck on your tur- 
key hunt! 

Archery Only Season? 

Q: Is there an archery only season 
for turkey during the fall? 

A: No. Methods of take for fall tur- 
key season includes all methods autho- 
rized by the CCR, Title 14, section 311, 
which include bows and arrows. 
Occupied Dwelling 

Q: How far away from an occupied 
cabin do [have to be to legally hunt tur- 
key with a bow? 

A: If you have written permission 
from the cabin owner, you can hunt 
near the cabin, as long as you do so 
safely. However, hunting is prohibited 
within 150 yards of an occupied dwell- 
ing or outbuilding unless you have 
written permission, per California 
Fish and Game Code, section 3004 (a). 
The purpose of the statute is to create 
a safety zone around occupied dwell- 
ings such as cabins. If the occupants 
of the cabin aren’t comfortable with 
hunting, or don’t know youre hunting, 
the 150-yard zone helps ensure their 
safety. If you don’t have permission 
from the owner of the cabin, or any 
building where you're hunting which 
you could reasonably expect to be oc- 
cupied, you must be at least 150 yards 
away from the building to shoot your 
bow while hunting. Additionally, if you 
do have written permission to hunt 
near a friend’s or neighbor’s dwelling, 
you should give them a heads up about 
what day and time you'll be hunting as 
an added measure of safety. #

10 Tips for Safer Winter Generator 
Usage for Home & Business Owners 


Follow manufacturer's instructions and ensure proper ventilation, says OPEI 


ALEXANDRIA, VA. - Winter is nearly 
here, and if your electricity goes out due 
to snow and ice, a generator can keep 
power flowing to your home or busi- 
ness. The Outdoor Power Equipment 
Institute (OPEI), an international trade 
association representing manufacturers 
and suppliers of outdoor power equip- 
ment, small engines, battery power sys- 
tems, portable generators, utility and 
personal transport vehicles, and golf 
cars, reminds home and business own- 
ers to keep safety in mind when using 
generators this winter. 

“Not having power when you need it 
is frustrating, so a generator can pro- 
vide emergency backup power at a rea- 
sonable cost,” says Kris Kiser, President 


and CEO of OPEI. “It’s important to fol- 
low all manufacturer’s instructions, 
and never place a generator in your ga- 
rage or inside your home or building. It 
should be a safe distance from the struc- 
ture and not near an air intake.” 

More tips include: 

1. Take stock of your generator. 
Make sure equipment is in good work- 
ing order before starting and using it. 
Do this before a storm hits. 

2. Review the directions. Follow all 
manufacturer’s instructions. Review 
the owner’s manuals (look manuals up 
online if you cannot find them) so equip- 
ment is operated safely. 

3. Install a battery-operated carbon 
monoxide detector in your home. This 


alarm will sound if dangerous levels of 
carbon monoxide enter the building. 

4. Have the right fuel on hand. Use 
the type of fuel recommended by the 
generator manufacturer to protect this 
important investment. It is illegal to 
use any fuel with more than 10% etha- 
nol in outdoor power equipment. (For 
more information on proper fueling for 
outdoor power equipment visit www. 
LookBeforeYouPump.com). It’s best to 
use fresh fuel, but if you are using fuel 
that has been sitting in a gas can for 
more than 30 days, add fuel stabilizer to 
it. Store gas only in an approved contain- 
er and away from heat sources. 

5. Ensure portable generators have 
plenty of ventilation. Generators 
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should NEVER be used in an enclosed 
area or placed inside a home, a build- 
ing, or a garage, even if the windows or 
doors are open. Place the generator out- 
side and away from windows, doors, and 
vents that could allow carbon monoxide 
to drift indoors. 

6. Keep the generator dry. Do not use 
agenerator in wet conditions. Cover and 
vent a generator. Model-specific tents or 
generator covers can be found online 
for purchase and at home centers and 
hardware stores. 

7. Only add fuel to a cool generator. 
Before refueling, turn the generator off 
and let it cool down. 

8. Plug in safely. If you don’t yet have 
atransfer switch, you can use the outlets 
on the generator. It’s best to plug in ap- 
pliances directly to the generator. If you 
must use an extension cord, it should be 
heavy-duty and designed for outdoor 
use. It should be rated (in watts or amps) 
at least equal to the sum of the connect- 
ed appliance loads. Make sure the cord 
is free of cuts, and the plug has all three 
prongs. 

g. Install a transfer switch. A trans- 
fer switch connects the generator to the 
circuit panel and lets you power hard- 
wired appliances. Most transfer switch- 
es also help avoid overload by displaying 
wattage usage levels. 

10. Do not use the generator to “back- 
feed” power into your home electrical 
system. Trying to power your home’s 
electrical wiring by “backfeeding” — 
where you plug the generator into a wall 
outlet — is dangerous. You could hurt 
utility workers and neighbors served by 
the same transformer. Backfeeding by- 
passes built-in circuit protection devic- 
es, So you could damage your electronics 
or start an electrical fire.

Do You Have 
Undiagnosed 
Diabetes? 


(STATEPOINT) Diabetes is a chronic con- 
dition that leads to serious life-threaten- 
ing complications; however many people 
go undiagnosed and are undertreated 
— asituation being further exposed by 
the COVID-19 pandemic. November is 
Diabetes Awareness Month, and a good 
opportunity to better understand risk 
factors, symptoms and the importance 
of early diagnosis and action. 

More than 34 million people in the 
United States are affected by diabetes, 
and one-in-five of them are undiagnosed, 
according to estimates from Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. Health 
services organization Cigna reports that 
between January 2020 and June of 2021, 
nearly 800 of its patients who were diag- 
nosed with COVID-19 were found to have 
undiagnosed diabetes. Only 14 percent 
of those people had previously been di- 
agnosed with pre-diabetes. 

So why are so many people living 
with diabetes going undiagnosed? Cigna 
claims data shows that those at higher 
risk of having social or economic ob- 
stacles to health, also had a higher risk 
of undiagnosed diabetes and COVID-19, 
which can compound problems. 

“As is the case with many medical 
conditions, timely diagnosis and treat- 
ment of diabetes is impacted by persist- 
ing health inequities that affect certain 
communities and populations,” says Dr. 
Mandeep Brar, Cigna medical director 
and board-certified endocrinologist. 
“Factors such as race, ethnicity, access 


to healthful food, education, health 
care coverage and language barriers, 
to name a few, all contribute to undiag- 
nosed cases of diabetes.” 

However, according to Dr. Brar, ear- 
ly diagnosis is critical for everyone: 
“When diabetes is left untreated, it will 
progress, causing complications such as 
neuropathy, kidney disease, diabetic ul- 
cers and wounds, amputations and oth- 
er serious and life-threatening issues. If 
you're living with diabetes, the sooner 
you're aware of that, the more quickly 
you can learn to manage your condition 
and prevent it from advancing.” 

According to Cigna, here are three 
steps everyone can take today: 

1. Understand signs and symptoms. 
Sharing any new symptoms with your 
primary care provider can be crucial in 
early detection and proper, timely treat- 
ment. Symptoms can include frequent 
urination, excessive thirst or hunger, 
unexpected weight loss, cuts or bruises 
that are slow to heal, frequent infec- 
tions, very dry skin, extreme fatigue, 
and blurry vision, according to Dr. Brar. 

2. Get screened. Schedule an an- 
nual preventive check-up or diabetes 
screening. Regardless of symptoms, 
one of the most powerful ways to de- 
tect diabetes is to be screened for this

disease with a simple blood test by your 
primary care provider. If diagnosed 
with prediabetes, there are a number 
of lifestyle changes you can make to re- 
verse prediabetes and prevent or delay 
Type 2 diabetes and other serious health 
problems. These changes include eating 
healthfully, increasing physical activity, 
losing weight and managing stress. 

3. Assess risk factors. Some people 
are more likely to develop diabetes than 
others. In addition to being 45 years 
or older, risk factors include being 
overweight, having a parent or sibling 
with Type 2 diabetes and being physi- 
cally active fewer than three times a 
week. Additionally, African Americans, 
Hispanics, Native Americans, Asian 
Americans and Pacific Islanders are at 
higher risk than white people for devel- 
oping Type 2 diabetes. If you have any of 
these risk factors, request a screening 
test with your primary care provider, 
regardless of your age. 

For a quick, online Type 2 diabetes 
risk test, visit www.diabetes.org/risk- 
test. 

This Diabetes Awareness Month, get 
savvy about the disease. Understanding 
symptoms and risk factors can mean 
early detection and better outcomes. #

GIVE A HOLIDAY GIFT that is guaranteed 
to bring joy and feelings of well-being. 
Research by Rutgers University found 
the gift of flowers generates a smile, ele- 
vates the recipient’s mood, and provides 
feelings of happiness that last for days. 
Amaryllis and paperwhite bulbs make it 
easy for anyone to enjoy these benefits 
by growing their own living bouquet of 
flowers. 

Non-gardeners will appreciate re- 
ceiving an amaryllis or paperwhite gift 
kit that includes the bulb, soil and pot. 
All they need to do is open the box, wa- 
ter the soil and wait for the beauty to un- 
furl. Or make your own ready-to-grow 
gifts by purchasing bulbs and planting 
them in decorative pots. 

Each amaryllis bulb sends up mul- 
tiple stems topped with flowers that 
can measure up to eight inches across. 
Nurturing amaryllis or paperwhites 
from bulb to bloom requires no expe- 
rience or special care, but answers to 
any questions can be found at www. 
LongfieldGardens.com. 

Are there gardeners on your list? 
Keep it simple by selecting some winter- 
blooming amaryllis or paperwhite bulbs 
and tucking them into an attractive gift 
bag. While most people are familiar 
with the classic red amaryllis, there are 
many other colors and flower styles to 
choose from. Make your gift extra spe- 
cial by ordering some of these less-com- 
mon varieties. 

Elvas is a double white amaryllis with 
petals outlined in red. As the flowers ma- 


ture, they gradually open 
wider and the red highlights 
become more apparent. 

Giant Amadeus features 
layers of petals that start 
out white and blush to pink, 
coral and salmon. The color 
and intensity increase as 
the petals open. 

For a twist on tradition- 
al red, consider Magical 
Touch. Its cherry red blos- 
soms have broad, ruffled petals edged in 
white. When the flowers are fully open, 
they are flat rather than trumpet shaped. 

Ruby Star is another uncommon 
amaryllis. Classified as a papillon or 
butterfly amaryllis, it has large, irregu- 
lar-shaped petals in a striking color com- 
bination of wine red and apple green. 

Brighten dark winter days with the 
cheery, lemony yellow flowers of ama- 
ryllis Yellow Star. Each bulb will send 
up multiple stems topped with four to 
six long-lasting flowers. 

The flowers of amaryllis Cape Horn 
feature big, rounded petals in a lovely 
shade of rose-pink. Each blossom has a 
white star at the center and a lime green 
throat. 

Most amaryllis bulbs begin flower- 
ing eight to 10 weeks after planting. 
Paperwhite narcissus bulbs bloom in 
half the time and can be grown in soil or 
a shallow bowl of stones and water. For 
maximum fragrance, plant Ziva paper- 
whites. Varieties such as Nir and Inbal 
produce the same snowy-white flowers

but have a much lighter fragrance. 

Store winter-blooming bulbs ina cool, 
dry and dark place until you are ready 
to plant. Once you pot up the bulbs and 
place them in a warm, bright location, 
they will break dormancy and begin to 
sprout. Watching as the stems emerge, 
buds develop and flowers appear is all 
part of the fun. 

Be sure to order a couple extra bulbs 
for yourself. You will enjoy the stress re- 
lief these beautiful winter bulbs provide 
during the holiday season and long win- 
ter months. +
